THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY, 

HAVING CONSIDERED THE QUESTION OF TERRITORIES UNDER PORTU- 
GUESE DOMINATION, 

HAVING EXAMINED THE RELEVWNT CHAPTERS OF THE REPORT OF THE 
SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON THE SITUATION WITH REGARD TO THE IMPLE- 
MENTATION OF THE DECLARATION ON THE GRANTING OF INDEPENDENCE 
TO COLONIAL COUNTRIES AND PEOPLES,/!/ INCLUDING IN PARTICULAR 
THE VIEWS EXPRESSED BY THE REPRESENTATIVES OF THE NATIONAL 
LIBERATION MOVEMENTS OF THE TERRITORIES CONCERNED WHO PARTI- 
CIPATED AS OBSERVERS IN THE RELEVANT PROCEEDINGS OF THE SPECIAL 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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COMMITTEE,/2/ IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE DECISION TAKEN BY THE 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY AT ITS 2I39TH PLENARY MEETING, ON 3 OCTOBER 
1973, 
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HAVING EXAMINED THE REPORT OE THE SECRETARY-GENERAL CONCERNING 
THE PRESENT ITEM,/3/ 

HAVING HEARD THE STATEMENT OF THE REPRESENTATIVE OE THE ERENTE 
NACIONAL PARA A LIBERTACAO DE ANGOLA (ENLA), WHO PARTICIPATED 
IN AN OBSERVER CAPACITY IN THE EOURTH COMMITTEE'S CONSIDERATION 
OE THE ITEM,/4/ 

RECALLING ITS RESOLUTION 1514 (XV) OE 14 DECEMBER I960, 

CONTAINING THE DELCARATION ON THE GRANTING OE INDEPENDENCE 
TO COLONIAL COUNTRIES AND PEOPLES, AND ITS RESOLUTION 2621 
(XXV) OE 12 OCTOBER 1970, CONTAINING THE PROGRAMME OE 
ACTION EOR THE FULL IMPLEMENTATION OF THE DECLARATION, AS 
WELL AS ALL OTHER RESOLUTIONS RELATING TO THE QUESTION OE 
TERRITORIES UNDER PORTUGUESE DOMINATION ADOPTED BY THE GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY, THE SECURITY COUNCIL AND THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE, 

RECALLING IN PARTICULAR THE PROVISIONS OP ITS RESOLUTION 2918 
(XXVII) OP 14 NOVEMBER 1972 AND SECURITY COUNCIL RESOLUTION 322 
(1972) OF 22 NOVEMBER 1972, IN WHICH THE GOVERNMENT OP PORTUGAL 
WAS CALLED UPON, INTER ALIA, TO ENTER INTO NEGOTIATIONS 
WITH THE PARTIES CONCERNED, WITH A VIEW TO ACHIEVING A 
SOLUTION TO THE ARMED CONPRONTATION THAT EXISTS IN THE APRICAN 
TERRITORIES UNDER ITS DOMINATION AND PERMITTING THE PEOPLES 
OP THOSE TERRITORIES TO EXERCISE PREELY THEIR RIGHT TO 
SELP-DETERMINATION AND INDEPENDENCE, AND DEEPLY DEPLORING 
THE REFUSAL OF THAT GOVERNMENT TO COMPLY WITH THOSE PROVISIONS, 

TAKING INTO CONSIDERATION THE PROGRAMME OP ACTION ADOPTED 
AT THE INTERNATIONAL CONPERENCE OP EXPERTS EOR THE SUPPORT 
OP VICTIMS OP COLONIALISM AND APARTHEID IN SOUTHERN AFRICA, 

HELD AT OSLO IN APRIL 1973,/5/ 

BEARING IN MIND THE DECLARATION ON TERRITORIES UNDER PORTUGUESE 
DOMINATPON, ADOPTED BY THE ASSEMBLY OF HEADS OP STATE AND 
GOVERNMENT OF THE ORGANIZATION OF AFRICAN UNITY AT ITS TENTH 
ORDINARY SESSION, 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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CONDEMNING THE CONTINUED COLLABORATION OF PORTUGAL, SOUTH 
AFRICA AND THE ILLEGAL RACIST MINORITY REGIME IN SOUTHERN 
RHODESIA, DESIGNED TO PERPETUATE COLONIALIST AND RACIALIST 
DOMINATION IN THE REGION, AND THE PERSISTENT INTERVENTION 
AGAINST THE PEOPLES OP THE TERRITORIES CONCERNED BY POLICE 
AND ARMED POGCES, AS WELL AS MERCENARIES PROM SOUTH APRICA 
AND SOUTHERN RHODESIA, 

CONDEMNING THE REPEATED ACTS OF AGGRESSION COMMITTED BY 
THE ARMED PORCES OP PORTUGAL AGAINST INDEPENDENT AFRICAN STATES, 
WHICH CONSTITUTES A VIOLATION OF THE SOVEREIGNTY AND TERRI- 
TORIAL INTEGRITY OF THOSE STATES AND SERIOUSLY DISTURBS 
INTERNATIONAL PEACE AND SECURITY IN THE APRICAN CONTINENT, 
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AS REAFFIRMED IN SECURITY COUNCIL RESOLUTION 3 1 2 (1972) 

OE 4 EEBRUARY 1972, 

CONDEMNING ANY ATTEMPT BY PORTUGAL TO PLACE ANY OF THE FACI- 
LITIES IN THE TERRITORIES UNDER ITS DOMINATION AT THE DISPOSAL 
OP THE NORTH ATLANTIC TREATY ORGANIZATION OR ANY OP ITS 
MEMBERS ON A BILATERAL BASIS FOR MILITARY PURPOSES, 

STRONGLY DEPLORING THE POLICIES OP THOSE STATES, PARTI- 
CULARLY SOME OF THE MILITARY ALLIES OP PORTUGAL WHICH, IN 
DEPIANCE OP REPEATED REQUESTS ADDRESSED TO THEM BY THE UNITED 
NATIONS, CONTINUE TO PROVIDE PORTUGAL WITH MILITARY AND OTHER 
ASSISTANCE BOTH WITHIN THE CONTEXT OP THE NORTH ATLANTIC 
TREATY ORGANIZATION AND BILATERALLY, WITHOUT WHICH PORTUGAL 
COULD NOT PURSUE ITS POLICIES OP COLONIAL DOMINATION AND 
OPPRESSION OP THE PEOPLES OF ANGOLA AND MOZAMBIQUE, 

DEEPLY DISTURBED BY THE INTENSIFIED ACTIVITIES OP THOSE 
POREIGN ECONOMIC, PINANCIAL AND OTHER INTERESTS WHICH, CON- 
TRARY TO THE RELEVANT RESOLUTIONS OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY, 

ARE ASSISTING PORTUGAL IN ITS COLONIAL WARS AND OBSTRUCTING 
THE REALIZATION BY THE PEOPLES OF TERRITORIES UNDER PORTUGUESE 
DOMINATION OP THEIR LEGITIMATE ASPIRATIONS POR FREEDOM AND 
INDEPENDENCE, 

TAKING NOTE WITH APPRECIATION OF THE CONCRETE PROGRAMMES OP 
ASSISTANCE BEING EXTENDED TO THE NATIONAL LIBERATION MOVEMENTS 
UNCLASSIPIED 
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OF THOSE TERRITORIES BY A NUMBER OP GOVERNMENTS, AS WELL AS 
THOSE INITIATED BY ORGANIZATIONS WITHIN THE UNITED NATIONS 
SYSTEM AND SEVERAL NON-GOVERNMENTAL OGGANIZATIONS, 

NOTING WITH SATISPACTION THE PROGRESS TOWARDS NATIONAL INDE- 
PENDENCE AND PREEDOM BEING MADE BY THE NATIONAL LIBERATION 
MOVEMENTS IN THOSE TERRITORIES, BOTH THROUGH THEIR STRUGGLE 
AND THROUGH RECONSTRUCTION PROGRAMMES, PARTICULARLY IN THE 
LIBERATED AREAS OP ANGOLA AND MOZAMBIQUE, 

NOTING ALSO WITH SATISPACTION THE INTENTION OP THE SPECIAL 
COMMITTEE TO SEND A VISITING MISSION TO THE LIBERATED AREAS 
OP ANGOLA AND MOZAMBIQUE, 

1. REAPFIRMS THE INALIENABLE RIGHT OP THE PEOPLES OP ANGOLA 
AND MOZAMBIQUE AND OTHER TERRITORIES UNDER PORTUGUESE DOMIN- 
TION TO SET .F-DF.TPRMIN ATTON AND INDEPENDENCE, AS RECOGNIZED 

BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLYHIN ITS RESOLUTION 1514 (XV), 

AND THE LEGITIMACY OP THEIR STRUGGLE TO ACHIEVE THAT RIGHT; 

2. REAPFIRMS THAT THE NATIONAL LIBERATION MOVEMENTS OF ANGOLA 
AND MOZAMBIQUE ARE THE AUTHENTIC REPRESENTWTIVES OP THE TRUE 
ASPIRATIONS OP THE PEOPLES OP THOSE TERRITORIES AND RECOMMENDS 
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THAT, PENDING THE ACCESSION OE THOSE TERRITORIES TO INDE- 
PENDENCE, ALL GOVERNMENTS, THE SPECIALIZED AGENCIES AND OTHER 
ORGANIZATIONS WITHIN THE UNITED NATIONS SYSTEM AND THE UNITED 
NATIONS BODIES CONCERNED SHOULD, WHEN DEALING WITH MATTERS 
PERTAINING TO THE TERRITORIES, ENSURE THE REPRESENTATION OE 
THOSE TERRITORIES BY THE LIBERATION MOVEMENTS CONCERNED IN AN 
APPROPRIATE CAPACITY AND IN CONSULTATION WITH THE ORGANIZA- 
TION OE AERICAN UNITY; 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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3. CONDEMNS IN THE STRONGEST POSSIBLE TERMS THE PERSISTENT 
REFUSAL OF THE GOVERNMENT OF PORTUGAL TO COMPLY WITH THE 
PROVISIONS OF THE RELEVANT RESOLUTIONS OF THE UNITED NATIONS 
AND, IN PARTICULAR, THE INTENSIFIED ARMED REPRESSION BY 
PORTUGAL OF THE PEOPLES OF THE TERRITORIES UNDER ITS DOMINATION, 
INCLUDING THE BRUTAL MASSACRE OF VILLAGERS, THE MASS DES- 
TRUCTION OF VILLAGES AND PROPERTY AND THE RUTHLESS USE OF NAPALM 
AND CHEMICAL SUBSTANCES, IN ORDER TO STIFLE THE LEGITIMATE 
ASPIRATIONS OF THOSE PEOPLES FOR FREEDOM AND INDEPENDENCE; 

4. DEMANDS THAT THE GOVERNMENT OF PORTUGAL SHOULD CEASE FORTH- 
WITH ITS COLONIAL WARS AND ALL ACTS OF REPRESSION AGAINST THE 
PEOPLES OF ANGOLA AND MOZAMBIQUE, WITHDRAW ITS MILITARY 

AND OTHER FORCES AND DISCONTINUE ALL PRACTICES WHICH VIOLATE 
THE INALIENABLE RIGHTS OF THOSE POPULATIONS INCLUDING THE EVICTION 
FROM THEIR HOMES AND THE REGROUPING OF THE AFRICAN POP- 
ULATPONS IN ALDEAMENTOS AND THE SETTLEMENT OF FOREIGN IMMI- 
GRANTS IN THE TERRITORIES; 

5. DEMANDS THAT THE GOVERNMENT OF PORTUGAL TREAT THE FREEDOM 
FIGHTERS OF ANGOLA AND MOZAMBIQUE CAPTURED DURING THE STRUGGLE 
FOR FREEDOM AS PRISONERS OF WAR IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE PRIN- 
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CIPLES OF THE GENEVA CONVENTION RELATIVE TO THE TREATMENT OE 
UNCLASSIEIED 
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PRISONERS OE WAR, OE 12 AUGUST I949,/6/ AND, IN THAT CONNEXION, 
INVITES THE INTERNATIONAL COMMITTEE OE THE RED CROSS TO CON- 
TINUE TO MAINTAIN CLOSE CONTACT WITH THE LIBERATION MOVEMENTS, 
AS THE PARTIES TO THE CONELICT, TO PROVIDE REPORTS ON CONDITIONS 
IN PRISON CAMPS AND TREATMENT OE PRISONERS DETAINED BY PORTUGAL 
AND TO MAKE THE NECESSARY ARRANGEMENTS TO SECURE THE EX- 
CHANGE OE PRISONERS OE WAR; 

6. APPEALS TO ALL GOVERNMENTS, THE SPECIALIZED AGENCIES AND 
OTHER ORGANIZATIONS WITHIN THE UNITED NATIONS SYSTEM AND NON- 
GOVERNMENTAL ORGANIZATIONS TO RENDER TO THE PEOPLES OE ANGOLA, 
MOZAMBIQUE AND OTHER TERRITORIES UNDER PORTUGUESE DOMINATION, 
IN PARTICULAR THE POPULATIONS IN THE LIBERATED AREAS OE THOSE 
TERRITORIES, ALL THE MORAL, MATERIAL AND ECONOMIC ASSISTANCE 
NECESSARY TO CONTINUE THEIR STRUGGLE EOR THE ACHIEVEMENT OF 
THEIR INALIENABLE RIGHT TO EREEDOM AND INDEPENDENCE; 

7. URGES ALL GOVERNMENTS, PARTICULARLY THOSE MEMBERS OF THE 
NORTH ATLANTIC TREATY ORGANIZATION WHICH CONTINUE TO RENDER 
ASSISTANCE TO PORTUGAL, TO WITHDRAW ANY ASSISTANCE THAT 
ENABLES PORTUGAL TO PROSECUTE THE COLONIAL WAR IN ANGOLA AND 
MOZAMBIQUE, AND TO PREVENT THE SALE OR SUPPLY OP ALL ARMS 
AND MILITARY MATERIEL TO PORTUGAL, INCLUDING CIVIL AIRCRAPT, 

SHIPS AND OTHER MEANS OP TRANSPORT CAPABLE OP BEING USED EOR 
TRANSPORTING MILITARY MATERIEL AND PERSONNEL, AS WELL AS 
SUPPLIES, EQUIPMENT AND MATERIAL FOR THE MANUPACTURE OR MAIN- 
TENANCE OP WEAPONS AND AMMUNITION THAT IT USES TO PERPETUATE 
ITS COLONIAL DOMINATION IN AFRICA; 

8. APPEALS TO ALL STATES TO RETRAIN PROMHANY COLLABORATION 
WITH PORTUGAL INVOLVING THE USE OP ANY OF THE TERRITORIES 
UNDER ITS DOMINATION EOR MILITARY PURPOSES; 

9. CALLS UPON ALL STATES TO TAKE PORTHWITH ALL POSSIBLE 
MEASURES; (A) TO PUT AN END TO ANY ACTIVITIES THAT HELP TO 
EXPLOIT THE TERRITORIES UNDER PORTUGUESE DOMINATION AND THE 
PEOPLES THEREIN; (B) TO DISCOURAGE THEIR NATIONALS AND BODIES 
CORPORATE UNDER THEIR JURISDICTION PROM ENTERING INTO ANY 
TRANSACTIONS OR ARRANGEMENTS THAT CONTRIBUTE TO PORTUAL'S 
DOMINATION OVER THOSE TERRITORIES; AND (C) TO EXCLUDE PORTUGAL 
PROM TAKING PART ON BEHALP OP ANGOLA AND MOZAMBIQUE IN ANY 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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BILATERAL OR MULTILATERAL TREATIES OR AGREEMENTS RELATING 
PARTICULARLY TO EXTERNAL TRADE IN THE PRODUCTS OP THESE TERR- 
ITORIES; 
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10. DRAWS THE ATTENTION OE THE SECURITY COUNCIL, HAVING 
REGARD TO THE EXPLOSIVE SITUATION RESULTING FROM THE POLICIES 
OE PORTUGAL IN THE COLONIAL TERRITORIES UNDER ITS DOMINATION 
AND FROM ITS CONSTANT PROVOCATIONS AGAINST THE INDEPENDENT 
AERICAN STATES BORDERING THOSE TERRITORIES, AND IN THE LIGHTO 

OE THE OUTRIGHT DISREGARD BY PORTUGAL OF THE RELEVANT RESOLUTIONS 
OE THE UNITED NATIONS, PARTICULARLY SECURITY COUNCIL RESOLUTIONS 
312 (1972) AND 322 (1972), TO THE URGENT NEED FOR TAKING, 

AS A MATTER OE PRIORITY, ALL EFEECTIVE STEPS WITH A VIEW TO 
SECURING THE LULL AND SPEEDY IMPLEMENTATION OE RESOLUTION 1514 
(XV) AND OE THE RELATED DECISIONS OE THE UNITED NATIONS; 

11. REQUESTS THE SECRETARY-GENERAL TO EOLLOW THE IMPLEMENTATION 
OE THE PRESENT RESOLUTION AND TO REPORT THEREON TO THE GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY AT ITS TWENTY-NINTH SESSION; 

12. INVITES THE SECRETARY-GENERAL, BEARING IN MIND THE URGENT 
NEED EOR MOBILIZING WORLD PUBLIC OPINION AGAINST THE CRIMINAL 
WAR OE REPRESSION BEING WAGED BY THE GOVERNMENT OE PORTUGAL 
AGAINST THE PEOPLES OE THE TERRITORIES UNDER ITS DOMINATION, 

TO CONTINUE TO TWKE EEFECTIVE AND CONCRETE MEASURES THROUGH 
ALL THE MEDIA AT HIS DISPOSAL TO GIVE WIDESPREAD AND CONTINUOUS 
PUBLICITY TO THE CRITICAL SITUATION OBTAINING IN THESE TERRI- 
TORIES AND THE HEROIC STRUGGLE OF THEIR PEOPLES TOWARDS 
EREEDOM AND INDEPENDENCE; 

13. DECIDES TO KEEP THE SITUATION IN THESE TERRITORIES 
UNDER CONTINUOUS REVIEW AND TO INSCRIBE IN THE AGENDA OE 
THE TWENTY-NINTH SESSION OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY AN ITEM 
ENTITLED "QUESTION OE TERRITORIES UNDER PORTUGUESE DOMINATION".
